Chairman I.nsker's message

clear that the sale or service of liquor 
on 'American vessels should be stopped 
nt once, whether In port or at aea. 


"I wont to have It thoroughly un- 


derstood by everyone concerned.

you have not already done so wireless 
and cable to all ships at Bea or In for- 
eign ports and secure acknowledg- 
ment to he suro there Is no misunder- 
standing." 


This action was made necessary be- 


cauie of some confusion concerning 
the haaUly drawn up regulations, It 
was said. 
Many operators believed 


they could serve llquora on board ihlp 
until they reached an American port 
and telegraphed for Instructions. 


Shipping Board officials said that 


they Intended that as fast as ship] 
picked up the message the bars would 
be'closod. Parties In progress are to 
b» halted. The bartender Is to untie 
his apron, get from behind the ma- 
hogany and the door Is to be sealed, 
they say. 


Department of Justice experts were 


busy preparing legal opinions In an- 
ticipation of court action. American 
ship owners, as well na foreign gov- 
ernments, are confidently expected to 
violate the regulation to force a test 
case.^In this way, It Is said, It could 
be rushed to the Supreme Court and 
a final decision made. 


OfitclfUs were not clear on the regu- 


lations concerning Panama and the 
Philippines.

The theory of the Ordnance Depart- 


ment in creutiug these civilian chiefs 
Is that all available plants In each dis- 
trict will be under Jurisdiction of the 
district chief, who will keep constantly 
in touch with plnnt owners nnd ar- 
range In ugreement with them for the 
prompt utilization nf the plants for 
munition making in the event of war. 
Each-chief Is himself a large manu- 
facturer-with experience In the mak- 
ing of war munitions, and to each has 
:been assigned an army, ordnance officS 
as secretary to aid In carrying out the 
program. . Ordnance officials hope to 
set up through this means a perma- 
nent and Inexpensive system that will 
avoid all confusion in getting the flow 
of munitions started In any emergency 
to come.

for the horse to eat, yet there Is no 
possibility of the feed being thrown 
out. 
The device cured the animal

crowns of the plant are likely to be 
Injured If the stock Is given a chance 
to eat the young tender shoots too 
closely.

some cases Is proving a means of sup- 
plying humus and for getting grain or 
alfalfa started later.
